For ExieTic SEGMENT AND CIRCLE SASH see page 27.—Be sure to state whether the 
windows are finished square inside, or whether the same inside and outside. 

OuTSIDE Bitnps.—Give size of glass ; number of lights, square, circle or segment, and 
thickness. 

INSIDE BLINDS.—Give the exact size of opening in feet and inches; size and number 
of lights in window ; distance from top of window to centre of meeting rail of sash, or to 
where blinds are to be cut; number of folds; and whether all slats or jamb shutter solid ; 
if blinds fold in pocket, give width of outside fold. ‘

LIEN LAW OF PENNSYLVANIA, 
As revised January, 1878. 


1st. No mortgage encumbrance exceeding the tax valuation (or assessment) of the 
land can take precedence of liens. 


2d. Liens cannot be entered for work done on premises for tenant without written 
consent of the owner of the property to make such repairs. 


3d. Liens cannot be entered for repairs when the amount of work done or material 
furnished do not exceed fifty dollars ($50.) 

4th. Liens must be entered within six months from delivery of last bill of goods. 

sth. Properties are subject to liens for labor as well as material furnished. 


6th. Article No. 1, as to priority of mortgages over liens, is a special law for 
Philadelphia, but does not apply to country districts, where the advance mortgage system 
still is law. 


LIEN LAW OF DELAWARE. 


ist. Liens must be entered within three months from completion of building or 
furnishing of last bill of material. 


2d. Liens cannot be filed against property where contracts are not made for 
material with the owner of the property, or his agent. il st 


3d. Mortgages or any encumbrances existing before breaking of ground : adda 
take precedence of liens. 


LIEN LAW OF NEW JERSEY. 


ist. Parties contracting for the building of houses, who file such contracts prior to 
the commencement of the building, thereby prevent all liens for material. 


2d. When there is no contract filed, properties are liable for material furnished, as in 
Pennsylvania. 
3d. Liens in this State must be filed within one year from the delivery of goods. 


4th. Ali mortgages or other encumbrances filed before building is commenced, take 
priority over liens, as in the country districts of Pennsylvania. 


sth. If repairs are made, and not new building, then lien is only good from date of 
filing, not from date of commencing repairs. : 


Contractors or builders who represent that no contract has been filed, and obtain 
credit on the building on such representation, are liable to criminal prosecution if the 
contract was on file when they made contrary representation. 


Contractors and builders who wish to do a safe business, for the protection of them- 
selves and material-men, should be careful and observe the following rules: 


Always contract with the owner, or his agent who acts by power of attorney. 


Never do repairs for a tenant unless said tenant is personally responsible aside from 
the building. 


Be very careful,in contracting when there is any mortgage or encumbrance that will 
endanger your lien. A safe rule is to never contract for a house on encumbered property
